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An All-British Exhibition Will Be New York’s 
Biggest Foreign Trade Show 


HE FIRST COMPREHENSIVE all-British exhibition to be staged 
[os the continent of America will be opened in New York by 

the Duke of Edinburgh on Friday, June 10. This exhibition, 
described as the biggest foreign trade show ever to be staged in that 
city and housed on all four floors of the new Coliseum exhibition 
building, is supported by the Dollar Exports Council, the British 
American Chamber of Commerce and the Federation of British 
Industries and organized by British Overseas Fairs Ltd. 


Even the 400,000 square feet of exhibition space in the Coliseum 
is not sufficient to house a fully representative display of British 
products, but there will be a wide selection of the products of many 
industries. These will include cars and commercial vehicles, tractors 
and diesel engines, machinery heavy and light (much of it at work), 
tools, instruments, audio equipment and electronic devices, chemicals, 


fabrics, chinaware, knitwear, gold and silverware, and food and 
drink. 


For 17 days — the exhibition is open until June 26 — this picture of 
Britain 1960 which has taken more than a year to organize and prepare 
will be presented to the American world. Although it is primarily 
one of industrial achievement, the exhibition will also set out to show 
the background of the people whose products are on display. This 
will be achieved partly by devoting one of the four floors of the 
Coliseum to a portrayal of the British in their hours of leisure and 
partly by staging a series of supporting events outside the Coliseum 
during the fortnight. Of these events the most important and colourful 
will be the British military tournament and tattoo in Madison Square 
Garden. There will be 22 performances between the opening night 
of the military display —- June 17 — and the closure on July 4. Some 
500 men from all three of the British services are to be flown to New 
York to make up a spectacular programme including massed bands, 
ceremonial drill by the Foot Guards and trumpeters of the Household 
Cavalry, Royal Marines in a mock landing, Royal Signals motor- 
cycles, physical training instructors of the Royal Air Force in a 
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gymnastic display, pipers and dancers from famous Scottish Regi- 
ments and many other items. 


Visitors will have to pass through the official British display, 
covering 17,000 square feet on the ground floor of the Coliseum, to 
reach the main part of the exhibition. Sponsored by the Board of 
Trade and executed by the Central Office of Information, this display 
has been designed by James Gardner, who was responsible for the 
official British display at the 1958 Brussels Exhibition. As at Brussels, 
the official exhibit sets out to present a picture of Britain that is both 
old and new, a country able to combine tradition and ceremony 
with pioneer work in scientific research and industrial production. 
But in keeping with the New World atmosphere, the emphasis at 
New York will be on modernity and even the traditional features 
will be exploited by the use of publicity techniques unfamiliar in 
America to hammer home that Britain lives with the present and 
looks to the future. To tell visitors about Britain’s recent achievements 
in flight, nuclear energy, biochemistry, astronomy and medicine, 
recourse is being had to techniques which have hitherto been more 
familiar in the theatre than the exhibition hall. 


The visitor, having seen the Government display, will move off, 
still on the ground floor, to the Federation of British Industries’ 
display of representative industrial successes of today, with a backward 
glance at a few pioneering innovations. Exhibits in this display will 
include some of Lord Rutherford’s original apparatus from Cam- 
bridge’s famous Cavendish Laboratory alongside a model nuclear 
reactor simulator such as is used in Britain today to train nuclear 
power station staff. Similar pairs of exhibits from the present day 
and the past may include the original Whittle jet engine alongside 
a sectional diagram of a modern Rolls-Royce jet engine which powers 
some of the fastest aircraft in the world, and a penicillin mould of the 
tvpe developed by Sir Alexander Fleming alongside a sample of the 
latest anti-biotic based on his discovery; 6APA (amino-penicillanic 
acid).

Other examples of British technical skill included in this section 
will be the Kelvin and Hughes rapid processing photographic pro- 
jector, the Saunders-Roe Hovercraft, a section of an Halmatic glass 
fibre boat — glass fibre trawler hulls are now being built in this 
country for the United States -— the Dowty turbocraft speed boat 
(propelled by a jet of water), a surgical development — the Melrose 
heart and lung machine -a representation of the Pilkington float 
process for producing plate glass, and the ‘Taylor and Hobson tele- 
vision zoom lens which is used in about 90 per cent. of American 
television cameras. 


This display will be surrounded on the same floor by individual 
exhibits from major British organizations such as the British Iron 
and Steel Federation, the Shipbuilding Conference, the B.B.C., 
the Corporation of Lloyds, the Royal Mint, the Committee of London 
Clearing Bankers, the Port of London Authority, and the British 
Travel and Holidays Association. 


Lioyd’s exhibit at the British Exhibition, New York, consists of a 
reconstruction of Edward Lioyd’s 1688 coffee house in which Lloyd’s 
began, and an impression of the present day Underwriting Room 
given by a panoramic photograph 48 feet wide and 13 feet high. An 
underwriter’s box, the ‘Titanic’ Loss Book, a model of the Rostrum and 
Lutine Bell, and a section devoted to Lloyd’s shipping publications, 
all combine to add realism. This picture shows the feature bearing 
Lioyd’s Coat of Arms which visitors will see when approaching Lloyd's 
stand. Over 16 feet high, with its red panels, white columns and illumin- 
ated stars, surmounted by a perspex panel engraved ‘Lloyd's of London’ 
under a gold lined canopy, will dominate the stand. 


The Mint will exhibit an eight-ton coining press which will strike 
souvenir medals for visitors. One exhibit which will certainly draw 
the philatelist is that of the General Post Office, where some of the 
rarest stamps in the world, including sheets of ‘penny blacks,’ will 
be on show. 


Also on the ground floor there will be the information bureaux of 
the British Commercial and Information Services in the United

States — including one to advise American businessmen on establishing 
factories in Britain — and of the Dollar Exports Council, the Federa- 
tion of British Industries, the British American Chamber of Com- 
merce and of the Development Councils of Scotland, Northern Ireland, 
Wales, Lancashire and Merseyside. 

Moving to the first floor — it will be called the second floor in 
New York — the visitor will see displays of consumer goods — gold 
and silver ware, china, furnishing fabrics, Irish linen, knitwear, 
men’s wear and household furnishings. The focal point of interest 
is the Grand Avenue of Prestige, designed by James Gardner and 
Cecil Beaton as a setting for the consumer goods displays. Here 
will be found the ‘L’ shaped stand covering 2,500 square feet on 
which the Council of Industrial Design will show a selection of 
Britain’s best designed goods for the home, including furniture, 
furnishing textiles, carpets, kitchen-ware, leather and travel goods, 
pottery and glass, cutlery, light fittings and sports equipment. One 
of the highlights of the Council’s display will be the Design Centre 
awards for 1960 and the winner of the Duke of Edinburgh’s Prize 
for Elegant Design. 

Also on this floor will be the stand of the Furnishing Fabric Group, 
representing seven of Britain’s leading export firms in the field, with 
a ‘waterfall’ of richly coloured fabrics so arranged that from one 
angle of approach the materials present a sweep of colour from 
orange to deep yellow; from another, shades of green; and from yet 
another angle, blue. Many of the designs shown by the group are 
exclusive to American homes. 


Britain’s Export Industries 


The whole of the next floor is given over to one of Britain’s export 
industries — engineering in all its branches. This will include a stand 
equipped by the British Radio Equipment Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. Audio equipment, in which Britain has a thriving trade with the 
United States, is strongly represented, as is the motor, truck, and 
tractor industry. In fact, the biggest single industrial display in the 
exhibition (also on this floor) is that of the British motor industry 
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in which 15 companies are combining to show cars, engines, and 
components. Other exhibits on this floor range from aero and diesel 
engines to tiny steel tools, and include electrical, mechanical and 
chemical engineering displays. 


Britain at Leisure 


After three floors of science and industry, trade and commerce, 
the visitor will see on the top floor the lighter side of life in Britain. 
Here are shown, for example, some of the choicest foods and drinks 
produced in the United Kindgom. There is pheasant soup flavoured 
with sherry, in addition to the national dish of roast beef and York- 
shire pudding, and confectionery of many kinds. The Scotch Whisky 
Association has its own display of the skills used in the distillation 
of the spirit, much of which is exported to the North American 
continent. Near at hand will be found an English Inn with not one 
but four bars. The ‘Red Lion’ offers the visitor a choice of hospitality 
in a Welsh bar, a Victorian bar, a Tudor bar or a Cotswold bar. 
The visitor can sit and drink English beer indoors in the replica of a 
chair used by Mary Queen of Scots, or he can be served ‘Out of 
doors’ at a table made from the teak timbers of H.M.S. Magpie. At 
the rear of the Inn he can take his refreshment in the setting of an 
old English courtyard. 

The remainder of the space on the floor is taken up with examples 
of British sport, books, periodicals and magazines. There is a replica 
of a hunting and fishing lodge as it was in Britain at the turn of the 
century and items of equipment which British manufacturers are 
producing for hunting, shooting, fishing, ski-ing, polo, archery, 
fencing and cricket. There is a British bookshop with a corner devoted 
to works of Sir Winston Churchill; there are samples of British 
humour as portrayed in Punch and there is a theatre showing British 
documentary films. 

Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, who is 
to visit the West Coast of the United States and Canada with Lord 
Rootes and representatives of the Dollar Exports Council, will be 
present at the opening of the exhibition.

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Toy Industry’s Remarkable Growth 


—Minister of State 
TRIBUTES to members of the British Toy Manufacturers Associa- 


tion were paid by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
at a luncheon of the Association in London on April 28. 


The Minister congratulated the industry on its ‘remarkable growth 
during the post-war years. It has grown from a turnover of £4 million 
in 1937 to £36 million in 1959 and that growth has effectively taken 
place in the last 15 years,’ he said. ‘But even more remarkable and 
even more deserving of congratulation is the growth in your export trade 
_— you do in open competition with the toy manufacturers of the 
world.’ 

Mr. Erroll said the toy industry’s export trade amounted to more 
than 20 per cent. of all their sales, and counted the United States as 
its third most important market. It had demonstrated its enthusiasm 
for the export trade by increasing its exports year by year to a peak 
figure of £8 million in 1959, by exhibiting in New York, Nuremberg 
and Melbourne and by making a successful drive in recent years on 
the West German market. 


There were several hopeful signs for the future. Australia, which 
is the most important export market, had recently made some relaxa- 
tion in import licensing restrictions. He realized that there was 


formidable competition from Japan but we also enjoyed advantages 
in that market. 


The setting up of the European Free Trade Association would help 
to create favourable attitudes for the expansion of trade between 
countries in the Association. This should help exports which were 
already considerable to some of these countries, notably Sweden. 
The industry had already made, with great success, special efforts to 
increase exports to Western Germany. In the old days any attempt to 
send goods to this market might have been regarded as carrying coals 
to Newcastle, but they had shown that trade with Western Germany 
could be a successful two-way traffic. 


Ford’s £10 Million Expansion at Basildon 


THe Ford Motor Co. Ltd. have announced that in view of the 
increase in demand for all the Company’s products, it has been 
decided to move tractor operations from Dagenham and concentiate 
them in a new factory to be built at Basildon in Essex. 


In a statement the Company say ‘A 100-acre site is designated 
there for this purpose close to the industrial areas on the northern 
fringe of this New Town, and a start will shortly be made in the 
building of a comp! tely new 1,000,000 sq. ft. tractor factory at an 
estimated cost of £1,000,000. Staffing of the new factory will be met 
by those at present employed on tractor production at Dagenham. 
The fact that Basildon is only 20 miles from the Dagenham factory 


will make it possible for many to work at the new location without 
moving their homes. 


“This is another component in the £70,000,000 expansion plan, of 
which the first and most important announcement made in February 


last concerned the Company’s intention to locate major expansion of 
its car production on Merseyside. 


“The Company looks forward to the continuance of its present 
happy associations with Basildon. It will be recalled that Ford con- 
tributed to the development of that New Town by the establishment 


there in 1954, on a 17-acre site, of a general engineering factory which 
now employs 1,100.’ 


Harwell Reactor Course for Europe 


FROM JULY 4 TO 15, the Harwell Reactor School is to hold a 
course for 48 technical executives from 17 member countries of the 
Organization for European Economic Co-operation. These include 
the six Euratom countries, the three Scandinavian countries, Austria, 


Greece, Iceland, Ireland, Portugal, Spain, Switzerland and the 
United Kingdom. 


The course is designed to give senior executives who have a tech- 
nical background an introduction to the principles and problems of 
nuclear science and engineering.

“TH1Is makes an important milestone in the Government’s efforts 
to encourage new industry in places where unemployment is par- 
ticularly high,’ said Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Board of Trade, when he inaugurated the building operations for 
the new Fisher & Ludlow domestic appliance factory at Kirkby, 
Liverpool, on ‘Tuesday, an important part of the £49 million expan- 
sion plan which the British Motor Corporation announced in January. 


He continued: “When I initiated a special drive last year to deal 
with unemployment, Fisher & Ludlow were the first of the big 
companies to agree to come to Merseyside, and I am glad to pay 
tribute to the public spirit shown by them and by their parent com- 
pany, the British Motor Corporation. Several other very big schemes 
are on the way and, as has already been announced, the Board of 
Trade has been able to obtain assurances from Standard-Triumph, 


Fords and Vauxhalls that they will bring their new developments to 
this area. 


‘It is not easy for a firm to decide to move away from its established 
home. There may be difficulties for the management and for the 
workers. Facilities and amenities here on Merseyside are second to 
none, but even here, at any rate at the beginning, a firm which moves 
may have to incur extra expense. Merseyside has been listed as a 
development district under the Local Employment Act. This means 
that the Government can offer various kinds of help to firms who are 
prepared to come here — help which is particularly intended to provide 
assistance with initial problems and costs. 


‘As part of this assistance, the Board of Trade has agreed to build 
this factory for Fisher & Ludlow. We shall be building through our 
agents, the Industrial Estates Management Corporation for England. 
Fisher & Ludlow will buy the factory from us on deferred terms over 
a period of years. In this way the Board of Trade is able to give very 
practical help during the early years while the new factory gets going. 


“This is, of course, far from being the first factory that the Board 
of Trade has built on Merseyside. Among existing factories, I might 
mention Lockheeds at Speke, Kelvinator at Bromborough and A.E.I. 
and Huntley & Palmer at Huyton. These and many other factories, 
amounting in total to over one million square feet, have been built 
by the Board of Trade since 1949. I need hardly say that numerous 
other companies have built factories for themselves. The total number 


of new jobs created in Merseyside since 1949 has been over 40,000. 
This is good but it is not enough. 


“This Fisher & Ludlow factory is intended to produce domestic 
appliances such as washing machines and kitchen equipment. This 
is a booming industry. Home market sales are strong, and in some 
respects too strong because this has meant there have not been 
sufficient supplies for export. Certain new restrictions have just been 
announced with the intention of correcting this situation. Our need 
for increased exports is as strong as it ever was and manufacturers 
are making a big effort to increase them. There is certainly no intention 
on the part of the Government to restrict production in any way — 
quite the reverse. I am confident that the fine new factory to be 
erected on this site will make a great contribution to the future 
prosperity of Merseyside and to the country as a whole.’ 


The £3,250,000 project will employ 1,500 people. As the first 
stage, a factory occupying 450,000 square feet will be built on the 
island site of 50 acres, which has ample room for the expansion which 
will be necessary as new appliances are brought into production. 
The factory will be available for manufacture in the summer of 1961, 
and it is expected that production will build up from that date to 
reach the peak envisaged for the first stage of the project in mid-1962. 
The first few workers will be recruited in June or July of 1961, and 
the numbers will gradually build up. Most of the labour required 
will be unskilled or semi-skilled, with a small proportion of skilled 
workers. Training will be provided. Most of the workers will be men, 
but some women workers will also be required. 


National Income and Expenditure Quarterly Estimates 


THE APRIL issue of Economic Trends, published on April 28 
(H.M.S.O. price 3s.), contains an article giving details of the national 
income and expenditure in the fourth quarter of 1959. The article 
includes for the first time some new seasonally adjusted quarterly 
figures of incomes. 
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Report on Decimal Coinage and the Metric System 


A REPORT published on Wednesday by the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce and the British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science announced the result of two years’ work. Both 
associations set up, quite independently of each other, two special 
committees to investigate the desirability, the practicability and the 
costs of introducing a decimal coinage and/or a metric system of 
weights and measures in this country. However, the two committees 
agreed from the beginning to carry out a joint investigation and have 
produced a unanimous report. Further information issued by the 
A.B.C.C. follows: 


Questionnaires were sent out to individual organizations, trade 
associations, chambers of commerce, learned societies and professional 
institutions, Government departments, local authorities, nationalized 
industries and British Trade Commissioners overseas. Approximately 
1,000 replies were received and as some trade associations carried out 
investigations among their members and summarized the result, it 
is estimated that over 2,000 organizations have submitted evidence 
towards compiling the report. In some cases this evidence has been 
supplemented by oral information and correspondence. Based on this 
evidence, the report is the most thorough and far reaching investiga- 
tion into the subject ever made in this country. 


The cases for or against adopting either decimal coinage or the 
metric system, or both, are considered in detail, and the conclusions 
and recommendations drawn are based on the evidence presented by 
this cross section of industry and commerce. The Committees’ 
attitude has been objective. 


The Committees have been concerned with the implications and 
consequences, both international and domestic, and the costs of a 
changeover to the United Kingdom. Further, they have also con- 
sidered, in the event of the adoption of a metric system appearing 
impracticable, the advantage of increased rationalization or decimaliza- 
tion of the present units of weights and measures. 


The report is divided into four parts, with appendices: 
Decimal Coinage 

After an Introduction describing how the inquiry was carried out, 
the first part deals with the problem of decimal coinage, outlining 
previous inquiries carried out in this country, the reasons for the 
present inquiry, and the implications of a change. The costs of 
changing over to a decimal system have been estimated, and these 
costs are compared with the long-term benefits which would flow 


from a change. The various methods of decimalizing our coinage 
are then considered in detail. 


The main recommendation is that there is a strong case for adopting 
a decimal coinage in this country. The Committees recommend that 
the Government should take an early decision, since the longer the 
delay, the greater will be the transitional costs if the change is 
eventually made. The preparatory period might be three-five years 
with about two years for the actual transition. Before taking such a 
decision the Government must, of course, sound public opinion, and 
must also decide on the most suitable system, bearing in mind that 


there is an overwhelming wish to maintain the £ as the main unit. 
If the £ need not be retained a system based on one 10s. unit should 
be seriously considered. 


Metric System of Weights and Measures 


The second part of the inquiry deals, in similar fashion, with the 
metric system, outlining previous inquiries and the present position 
and trends within the United Kingdom, Commonwealth and the 
United States in metric usage. The international aspects are discussed, 
as is the problem of international standardization and the difficulties 
which would be experienced by some sections of British industry. 
The cost factors of transition are also discussed. The predominance 
of engineering production in non-metric units and the international 
usage of non-metric units in certain spheres is also mentioned. 
There is, however, a general feeling that the metric system will, in 
course of time, become more widely used in the United Kingdom 
and the rest of the world. The Committees therefore recommend 
that the Government should keep watch on the world situation and 
institute regular two-yearly reviews in consultation with industry 
and commerce and in conjunction with corresponding bodies in the 
Commonwealth and United States with the object of studying world 
trends towards metric usage and thereby deciding on any appropriate 
action in the future. 


The Committees are unable to recommend compulsory change- 
over to the metric system in the immediate future because the benefits 
appear to be small and outweighed by the extremely high transitional 
costs, particularly in engineering. However, practice in the use of the 
metric system and decimal thinking should be encouraged to enable 
the United Kingdom to keep abreast of the world trend. 


Improving the Imperial System 

The Committees then suggest some of the improvements which 
might be made to the existing system of weights and measures. The 
recommendations made in the Hodgson Report, 1951, are examined 
and the outline of a national policy of improvement is suggested. 


Educational Aspects 


The final section of the report discusses some of the educational 
aspects of a change in the system of coinage and weights and measures. 
The savings that could be made in education are estimated, and it is 
recommended that in any event much greater emphasis should be 
placed on the teaching of decimals in schools. 


Appendices 


The first two appendices give some extracts from the evidence 
received on decimal coinage and the metric system respectively. A 
third groups the countries of the world by the predominant system 
of weights and measures; another appendix includes the questionnaire 
sent out by the Committees.

Northern Ireland Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL Index of Industrial Production for February 
1960, prepared by the Northern Ireland Ministry of Commerce, 
was 124 compared with 125 for January 1960 and 113 for February 
1959. All the groups for which separate indices are published, except 
mechanical and electrical engineering, showed increases compared 
with February 1959. The clothing, engineering and metals, and food, 
drink and tobacco groups of industries were also higher than in 
January 1960. The textile group of industries showed the greatest 
percentage increase{compared with a year ago. 


New Industries for Northern Ireland 


THE Northern Ireland Government stated on April 27 that during 
1959-60 six firms announced their intention to begin manufacture 


in Northern Ireland and ten recently established agreed to schemes 
of expansion. 


Negotiations were going on between the Northern Ireland Govern- 
ment and Grundig (Great Britain) Ltd. and the Grundig Organization 
in Germany, for the establishment of a plant for manufacturing 
electric apparatus. If negotiations were successful, it was hoped 
production would begin this. year. 
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The European Free Trade Association 
(Origin of Goods) Regulations, 1960 


Tue European Free Trade Association (Origin of Goods) Regula- 
tions, 1960, were published on May 3. These regulations are to give 
effect to the provisions of the Stockholm Convention for determining 
eligibility for Area tariff treatment (Article 4, Annex B, and Schedules 
I-Ill of Annex B). The First, Second and Third Schedules to the 
Regulations contain the material included in Schedules I-III of 
Annex B (published in November 1959 by H.M. Stationery Office as 
Cmnd. 906-I). The Schedules to the Regulations differ in minor 
respects from the Schedules to Annex B as printed in Cmnd. 906-I 
because the latter have been the subject of minor amendments which 
have been agreed among the signatory states to the Stockholm 
Convention since November 1959. 


The Convention Area 


The Convention area is defined in the European Free Trade 
Association Act, 1960 (Section 10 (1)), as Austria, Denmark, Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland, the Isle of Man and the Channel Islands, 
Liechtenstein, Norway with Spitzbergen, Portugal with the Azores 
and Madeira, Sweden and Switzerland. 


Convention Rates of Duty 


Convention rates of duty are the reduced rates of duty which will be 
introduced under the terms of Article 3 of the Stockholm Convention 
for goods which are grown, produced or manufactured in, and con- 
signed from a place in, the Convention area. A Treasury Order 
providing for Convention rates of duty for goods imported into the 
United Kingdom will be published shortly, to become operative from 
July 1, 1960. Most agricultural, fish and marine products are excluded 
from the tariff provisions of the Stockholm Convention, and imports 
of these goods from the Convention area will remain chargeable at 
the rates of duty at present charged on all imports not admitted at 
Commonwealth Preferential rates. The introduction of Convention 
rates of duty will necessitate certain adjustments in the drawback 
arrangements, which will also be published shortly, to become 
operative from July 1. 


How to claim Convention Rates of Duty 


Information as to the procedure to be followed in order to claim 
the benefit of the Convention rates of duty on goods imported into 
this country is published in Customs Notice to Importers No. 73, 
obtainable from The Secretary, Customs and Excise, King’s Beam 
House, Mark Lane, London, E.C.3. 


The Stockholm Convention 


The Stockholm Convention establishing the European Free Trade 
Association was published as a White Paper and Blue Book (Cmnd. 906 
and Cmnd. 906-I) in November 1959. 


Timing of Regulations 

Though these Regulations do not come into operation until July 1 
it has been decided to publish them now in order to give as much 
notice as possible to importers. The Regulations which are published 
as Statutory Instrument 1960 No. 780, are available from H.M. 
Stationery Office, price 4s. 6d. (by post 4s. 11d.).

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Irregularities in Sale-or-return Arrangements 
Affecting Purchase Tax 


THE COMMISSIONERS of Customs and Excise announce that they 
have recently been reviewing the results of investigations into trans- 
actions at or about the time of the 1959 Budget, in taxable goods which 
have been supplied to retailers by registered manufacturers and 
wholesalers on sale-or-return or similar terms. 


Considerable inaccuracies have been found in the notifications of 
dates of sale or appropriation in the periodical returns submitted by 
dealers to their suppliers; these have resulted in the goods concerned 
being improperly returned as liable to the post-Budget rates of tax 
instead of at the higher pre-Budget rates. The registered suppliers 
are being required to make good this tax loss. 


The Commissioners are greatly disturbed by the extent of these 
irregularities and feel bound to draw attention to the fact that returns 
required under sale-or-return or similar arrangements should be 
furnished to the registered suppliers promptly and accurately, and 
that continued laxity in this matter might cause fresh consideration 


to be given to the reactions of this system of trading on the Purchase 
Tax.

Applications for these licences, which will be valid until June 30, 
1963, should be submitted on forms I.L.B./A. to the Tariff and 
Import Policy Division, Board of Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, 
London, S.W.1. Separate applications should be submitted for watch 
repair parts and clock repair parts. Page 1 of the application form 
should be completed in full but only the name and the full postal 
address of the applicant, his reference number and the description of 
goods, i.e. “watch repair parts’ or ‘clock repair parts’ should be 
inserted on page 3 and the following pages. The remaining spaces on 
the form should be left blank. 


Applications must be accompanied by an undertaking in the form 
given below on the importer’s own headed letter paper and signed by 
a responsible person whose status should be given (in the case of a 
firm, the signature of the proprietor or a partner; in the case of a 
company, the signature of a director or the Secretary). 


Form of Undertaking

Compressed Air and Hydraulics Exhibition 


Tue First International Compressed Air and Hydraulics Exhibition 
and Second European Fluid Power Conference was held at Olympia, 
London, on April 25 until 29. Both the exhibition and the conference 
were sponsored by Compressed Air and Hydraulics, a monthly technical 
Journal of the John Trundell Industrial Group. The organizers 
were Commercial Exhibitions Ltd. Over 100 exhibitors from Britain 
and overseas demonstrated the many ways in which pneumatics and 
hydraulics are being employed in every aspect of industry. 

The total number of visitors was 28,966, of which 5,679 came 
from overseas countries. 
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Fuel Efficiency and Power for Industry Exhibition 


OUTSTANDING developments in fuel efficiency, dictated by overall 
industrial technological progress and encouraged by the Clean Air 
Act, were shown at the Fuel Efficiency and Power for Industry 
Exhibition, held at Olympia, London, from April 27 until May 6. 

Among the industrial heating and power exhibits was an entirely 
new modulating control system which ensures that any flu :tuation 
in the boiler load is catered for by graduating the coal and air supply 
automatically (this arrangement, coupled with controlled secondary 
air, makes the machine ideally suited to burning bituminous solid 
fuel in smoke controlled areas); an horizontal boiler of entirely new 
design, suitable for firing either with oil fuel or with solid fuel, with 
an efficiency claimed to be over 80 per cent.; and a new type of 
oil-fired air heater, its distinctive feature being the method of com- 
bustion. Instead of the conventional gun-burner, a combustion unit 
is utilized, designed specifically for this form of heating and in- 
corporating integrally the burner air supply and combustion chamber. 

A coal-fired packaged boiler for installation as a complete unit 
was also displayed. The industry say that current market trends are 
increasingly in favour of this type of construction, which up to now 
has been regarded as having particular application to oil fired units. 
A double tube boiler used both as a diesel boiler and as a waste heat 
boiler was on show. 

Control and instrumentation equipment included a range of 
transistorized flame controllers for boilers, suitable for use with gas 
or oil flames, operating on a principle of light intensity on a silicone 
photo cell which will withstand temperatures up to 100° C.; remote 
integrating, indicating and recording equipment, designed specifically 
for the user of fuel oil (one processing unit when operating with any 
of the remote integrators gives directly the actual fuel consumption 
of a boiler on a metered ring main circuit), and a demonstration panel 
of the electric equipment used on a corner tube boiler. These controls 
were made up in Perspex cases and containers in order that the cycle 
of operation could be observed. 

Two other exhibits were a new motor driven pump for dealing 
with all chemicals used in boiler water treatment, the pump heads 
of which are made in a choice of materials to suit the solution being 
handled, and a simple and accurate system of testing boiler water by 
use of tablets, claimed to be the first exhibited. 

Exhibits dealing with central heating included a new forced draught 
vaporizing burner which is of special interest to heating engineers 
since the burner enables many solid fuel domestic boilers, hitherto 
difficult to convert, to be readily changed over to oil burning; a com- 
plete packaged boiler unit suitable for burning solid fuel, oil, refuse 
or a combination of fuels (an integral heating battery is incorporated 
in the unit for the purpose of providing domestic hot water direct); 
a new pressure jet oil burner recently developed for domestic hot 
water and central heating boilers of a wide range of capacities. The 
exhibitors have been successful in reducing the noise level of this 
burner down to a point where it is no longer objectionable. At the 
same time, combustion efficiency has been maintained with extremely 
low smoke emission, thus contributing to a reduction in boiler 
cleaning. 

One hundred and fifty firms exhibited their products at the exhibi- 
tion, which was organized by Provincial Exhibitions Ltd., in associa- 
tion with F. W. Bridges & Sons Ltd.

firms which require additional storage space or efficiency projects 
with a very low density of employment, or firms needing some develop- 
ment in such a area as an essential counterpart to a major 
development in a development district. Secondly, the development 
districts where I.D.Cs will be freely granted and where positive 
inducements are offered to firms to set up capacity. Thirdly, other 


although, of course, the Board reserve the right to steer firms to the 
development districts; and there are such places as new and expanding 


towns where some industrial expansion is required to match the influx 
of population under an ‘overspill agreement.’ 

The following points are noteworthy in the examination of I.D.Cs 
issued in the first quarter of 1960. The figures include most of the 
recently announced major dev ts in the motor industry - 
this is particularly reflected in the figures for Scotland, Wales and the 
North West; in these areas, schemes approved have a high labour 
content. The employment estimated to be provided for every 1,000 sq. 
ft. of floor space amounts to about three-and-a-half persons for 
Scotland, Wales and the North West but in London and the Midlands 
it is as low as about one person per 1,000 sq. ft. of floor space. This 
reflects the fact that many of the approvals in the congested areas 
are for storage space and for developments with a low or negligible 
labour content; for example, one approval for 800,000 sq. ft. is for a 
ramped car park and involves no increase in labour at all. In the 
congested regions some of the growth is also accounted for by 
developments in overspill towns of firms moving out from the central 
areas although remaining in the same region. In approving 1.D.Cs, 
the Board have paid particular attention to the potential additional 
employment rather than the area of space involved.

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Engineering Statistics for February 


THE VOLUME of production in the engineering and electrical goods 
industries in February was 13 per cent. more than a year earlier; 
provisional estimates for March, based on the limited information 
so far available, suggest that after allowing for the Easter holiday, 
which fell in March in 1959, production in the first quarter was about 
13 per cent. more than a year earlier. By contrast with early 1959 when 
expanding production in the engineering and electrical goods indus- 
tries was mainly in the sectors producing consumer goods, growth in 
recent months has been in the capital goods industries. 


The flow of net new orders in January and February expanded 
vigorously and, despite increased production, orders on hand in- 
creased sharply. Since the end of October when order books began"to 
grow, orders on hand have increased 10 per cent. 


A description of the scheme of engineering statistics with details 
of the basis and scope of the statistics and definitions of the industries 
covered appeared in an article in the Board of Trade Journal of 
May 8, 1959 (page 1077).

British Standards Reviewed 


THREE British Standards are reviewed below. Copies may be 
obtained from the British Standards Institution, Sales Branch, 
2 Park Street, London, W.1. 


Primary Cells and Batteries 


The latest revision of B.S. 397, ‘Leclanche type primary cells and 
batteries’, has been expanded to include also revisions of B.S. 966:1951, 
‘Batteries for valve-type hearing aids,’ and B.S. 1766:1951, ‘Dry 
batteries for domestic radio receivers,’ which have now been with- 
drawn. 


The new standard differs from the previous editions in that it 
specifies discharge tests for hearing-aid batteries and introduces 
mercury cells. A change which will be noticed by almost all the users 
of batteries for cycles, pocket lamps, etc., is that the familiar numbering 
system by which the cells are identified has been changed to bring 
it into line with a system which has been agreed internationally. 


B.S. 397 deals with primary cells and batteries for general industrial 
and domestic applications. Performance tests, dimensions, nominal 


voltages and designations for dry batteries and cells are specified, 
together with requirements for wet cells. 


Also included in the 56 pp. illustrated publication are appendices 
giving guidance on the allocation of sockets for new designs of’ 
batteries (not yet standardized) and approximate British and American 
equivalents of cells and batteries which have been standardized 
internationally. Price 15s. 


School Furniture 


This new publication supersedes B.S. 2639:1955, ane dining 
tables and chairs’ — part of the process of revising the British Standards 
for school furniture in the light of up-to-date information. 

B.S. 3030 now has five parts, with another two in preparation. 
The new Part 5 makes use of the same field trials and anthropometric 
measurements that made it possible to the requirements for 
classroom chairs and tables specified in Part 

The chief of the modifications and improvements arising out of 
the anthropometric work is the use of a single ahh Sele Ek 
size, to be used with either horizontal-seat or sloping-seat chairs. 

The new publication differs from the earlier standard in several 
other ways. Details of materials are not — since they are provided 
for in Part 1, ‘Materials, workmanship and Sieh? tol thé: aimed, 
The passing of performance tests is req uired ; these tests are described 
in another part of B.S. 3030 — Part 2, 7 Sadana tests.’ 

A special request by the Local Authorities Standards Advisory 
Committee has led to the omission of teferences to detachable legs, 
which are now thought unsatisfactory for school dining furniture. 

Some Local Education Authorities still find related tables and 
folding forms indispensable. While it is hoped nevertheless that as 
far as possible all authorities will use furniture complying with the 
present standard, attention is drawn to British Standard 
No. 17, ‘School catering equipment,’ Group 3, wPosinoat which

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Production of Man-Made Fibres in March 


RECORD PRODUCTION of man-made fibres was achieved in March, 
39 per cent. more than in March 1959; in the first three months of 
this year production was 26 per cent. more than in the corresponding 
period last year. In March, output both of continuous filament yarn, 
which was 33 per cent. more, and of staple fibre which was 59 per 
cent. more than a year earlier, reached new peaks. 

Total deliveries of man-made fibres in the first quarter were 
34 per cent. more than in the corresponding period last year. Deliveries 
of continuous filament yarn to the home market were 22 per cent. 
more; the increases in deliveries for warp knitting and hosiery were 
46 per cent. and 35 per cent. respectively. Continuous filament 
yarn deliveries for export were 30 per cent. more. Deliveries of staple 
fibre to the home market were 41 per cent. more and for export 
61 per cent. more than in the first quarter of 1959.

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Sales of Wholesale Textile Houses in February 


THERE was a vigorous seasonal rise in sales by wholesale textile 
houses in February and in relation to a year earlier the value was 
as much as 10 per cent. higher. In January sales had been 4 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier and in the final quarter last year 3 per cent. 
higher. Retail sales of clothing have been buoyant since November 
of last year. 


Stocks held by wholesale textile houses at the end of February 
were about 2 per cent. higher in value than a year earlier; at the end 


of January they had been about 1 per cent. higher and at the end of 
December about the same as a year earlier.

The Orders are made by the Board of Trade under Regulation 55 
of the Defence (General) Regulations, 1939, and the Emergency 
Laws (Repeal) Act, 1959. 

When the earlier credit squeeze started in ne 1955, an initial 
deposit of 15 per cent. was required for all goods then i (cars 
and motor-cycles, excluding commercial vehicles; electrical 
including television and radio; furniture and cookers, water Saas 
caravans and bicycles). In July 1955 the initial deposit was raised to 
334 per cent. for the first two of the three categories mentioned above, 
while that for furniture and the items going with it remained at 
15 per cent. 


In February 1956 the initial deposit for the first two categories 
was raised to 50 per cent., that for furniture, etc., was raised to 20 per 
cent., and control was imposed for the first time on capital equipment, 
including commercial vehicles, for which an initial deposit of 50 per 
cent. was required. 

In December 1956 the initial deposit on the first category was 
reduced to 20 per cent. In May 1957 it was raised again to 334 per 
cent. and at the same time the initial deposit on capital equipment 
was reduced to 334 per cent. In September 1958 the initial deposit 
on electrical appliances, etc., was reduced to 334 per cent. The 
prescribed period of repayment was 24 months for all items except 
cookers, wash boilers and water heaters for which it was 48 months. 

Hiring Control was introduced in February 1956. Until September 
1958 it was specified that the first nine months rentals had to be paid 
in advance. In the last month of control the period was reduced to 
four months. All controls were revoked in October 1958. 





Inauguration of Dragon Reactor Site 


A CEREMONY marking the inauguration of the construction of the 
reactor experiment for the Dragon Project took place at Winfrith, 
Dorset, on April 27. The ceremony was performed by Dr. S. Eklund 
of Sweden, Chairman of the Dragon Board of Management, on the 
site where the 20 MW High Temperature Gas Cooled experimental 
reactor will be built for the O.E.E.C. Dragon Project. This project is 
a joint undertaking by the United Kingdom, Austria, Denmark, 
Norway, Switzerland and the European Atomic Energy Community, 
Euratom (Belgium, France, Italy, Luxembourg, The Netherlands and 
West Germany). The agreement, signed in Paris in March 1959, 
provides for a joint research and development project over a five-year 
period to design, construct and operate a high temperature gas cooled 
reactor experiment. This type of reactor introduces principles which 
have not yet been tried experimentally. The project has its head- 
quarters in the United Kingdom at the Atomic Energy Establishment, 
Winfrith, Dorset.

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Passenger Movement 
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Over 12 Million Passengers Travelled to and from U.K. in 1959 


THE YEAR 1959 proved a new record-breaker for passenger traffic. 
A total of 12,340,000 passengers travelled to and from the United 
Kingdom, 890,000 more than in 1958. 


Of this increase of 890,000, over half was accounted for by residents 
of this country on visits abroad, chiefly to the Continent, and about 
a third by visitors to this country from the Continent, United States, 
the Commonwealth, etc. Traffic to and from the Irish Republic and 
the Channel Islands accounted for a further fifth of the increase, and 
most of the remainder was a result of a sharp rise in the number of 
passengers in transit by air, reflecting the growing importance of 
London Airport in international transit traffic. 

Most of the continuing in passenger movement took place 
by air. Over the year the increase was 13 per cent. — compared with a 
rise of only 4 per cent. by sea. It was only on the Continental and 
Channel Islands’ routes that sea traffic rose — by 6 per cent. and 2 per 
cent. respectively. It fell slightly on the non-European and Irish 
Republic routes.

Continental Routes 


All cross-channel routes shared in the 6 per cent. increase in sea 
traffic to and from the Continent, with traffic between the United 
Kingdom and Holland showing the greatest rise. ‘The sharper increase 
in air traffic (11 per cent.) was similarly spread over all routes, the 
biggest being on routes to and from Italy. The apparent fall in the 
traffic with Belgium, both by sea and air, marked a return to normal 
levels after the rise which took place in 1958 as a result of the Brussels 
exhibition. 


Irish Republic and Channel Islands 


Passenger movement between the United Kingdom and the Irish 
Republic spurted slightly in 1959, after a very gradual growth in 
recent years. The spurt was entirely by air. Traffic to and from the 
Channel Islands rose by 8 per cent. and was nearly up to the exceptional 
level of 1957, when many people arranged to take their holidays in 
the Channel Islands because of petrol rationing. Most of the increase 
in traffic in 1959 took place by air. 


Non-European Routes 


The overall increase of 131,000 passengers on the non-European 
air routes more than offset the 17,000 decline on the sea routes. The 
continuing effect of the economy class fares on the North Atlantic 
air routes is very apparent in a comparison with other non-European 
routes. On the latter, air traffic rose fairly substantially, by 14 per cent., 
while sea traffic grew slowly by 4 per cent. On the North Atlantic, air 
traffic rose more sharply, by 21 per cent., while sea traffic fell, by 
9 per cent. 

Emigration by sea was generally lower than in 1958. Australia, 
with a 4 per cent. increase, was almost the only country to attract 
more emigrants from the United Kingdom during 1959. Emigration 
to the other main receiving countries of the Commonwealth was to 
some extent affected by economic difficulties early in the year.

Tractor Shovels for Sweden 


Bray Construction Equipment Ltd., of Feltham, Middlesex, have 

received an order worth more than £35,000 for ten tractor shovels 
by Perkins P6 diesel industrial engines from their agents 

A. Dahlgren Ltd., of Lidkoping, Sweden. This follows a consign- 
ment of four similar machines, recently despatched to Sweden. The 
tractor shovels, are now in use in quarries and on highway construction 
works in Sweden. 
Power Equipment for Indian Pipeline 

A large contract for diesel engines, dual-fuel engines and diesel 
engine-driven generating sets with associated switchgear for a crude 
oil pipeline project in Northern India has been placed with W. H. 
Allen Sons & Co., of Bedford. The contract has been placed by the 
Burmah Oil Co. (Pipe Lines) Ltd., London, on behalf of Oil India 
(Private) Ltd., Calcutta. A total of 51 engines are to be supplied, 30 
for pumping duties in nine stations, and 21 for electricity generation 
in seven power stations. This crude oil pipeline is believed to be the 
largest project of its kind in the world at the present time. It is designed 
to transport crude oil a distance of 720 miles. 


Steel and Metal Products for East Germany 


The directors of Lamet Trading Ltd., have recently returned from 
the Leipzig Spring Fair with orders for steel and metal products 
valued at over two million U.S. dollars. It is stated that more than 
half of the order, the bulk of which is from East Germany will be met 
by British manufacturers, delivery being completed within the next 
six months. 

Waterworks Equipment for U.S.A. 

Glenfields & Kennedy Ltd., have received an order worth $500,000 
through their associated company, Glenfield & Kennedy Inc., for a 
major installation of 10 ft. diameter x 10 ft. wide micro-straining units 
for the initial stage of a proposed 100 million gallons per day plant for 
the Board of Waterworks Commissioners, Denver, Colorado. 


Bedding for Paramount Hotel, Freetown, Sierra Leone 

Slumberland Ltd., announce the award of a contract for all bedding 
in the newly completed Paramount Hotel at Freetown, Sierra Leone, 
West Africa. It comprises 79 Slumberland Intalok hotel mattresses, 
divans and calico covers, 160 Slumberland pillows and six Babette cot 
mattresses. 
Drum-making Machinery for Thailand 

What is described as one of Britain’s biggest single export orders 
for drum-making machinery has been secured by Moon Brothers Ltd., 
Birkenhead. The machines and ancillary equipment for the production 
of 200 litre oil drums will be shipped from Merseyside to Thailand to 
form part of a new oil refinery there. The first machines will be ready 
in October and, when completed, the order will reach a substantial 
value. The machinery includes eight power presses, guillotine shears, 
drum sheet-edge grinder, drum roll, spot and seam welder, double- 
ended drum flanger, drum corrugator, drum bead expander and 
semi-automatic round seamers. Additional equipment for open top 
drums is also being supplied and the ancillary equipment includes a 
paint spray booth and drying oven and a selection of machine tools and 
hand tools to equip a complete maintenance shop. The order was 
secured by the firm’s representatives in Bangkok, Gutwirth & Sons 
(M) Ltd., and is the third complete plant which the firm have supplied 
to Thailand. 
New Lighthouse for the West Indies 

Stone-Chance Ltd., Birmingham, have received a contract for the 
entire work of supply and reconstruction of the lighthouse situated on 
Sombrero, a barren waterless rock in the Virgin Islands Group of the 
West Indies. The lighthouse is of considerable strategic importance to 
shipping proceeding to and from Latin America and through the 
Panama Canal. The contract, valued at approximately £100,000, 
entails a new revolving optical apparatus, lantern and one hundred and 
twenty-five foot aluminium-metallized steel tower of hurricaneproof 
design. In addition, through their associates in the West Indies, the 
firm are executing the civil engineering site works involving elaborate 
foundations and reconstruction in rei d concrete, and the dis- 
mantling of the existing tower. Sombrero is one of ten Imperial 
lighthouses maintained by the Ministry of Transport. It is operated

The whole 
contract has been placed by Trinity House. 
Flour Mill for Philippines 

A contract valued at one million dollars has been placed with 
Thomas Robinson & Son Ltd., Rochdale, the flour milling engineers, 
by Liberty Flour Mills Incorporated, of Manila. The contract calls 
for the erection and equipping of a complete flour mill with a capacity 
of 200 tons in 24 hours. Robinson’s were awarded the contract for 
the first flour mill in the Philippines some two years ago, by Republic 
Flour Mills Incorporated and in the course of completing this won a 
reputation for the service which included advice on the complete 
project, from choice of site to marketing of the finished products. As a 
result of this, coupled with the performance of the mill, they were 
given an almost immediate repeat order for a second mill by Republic 
Flour Mills. The Liberty mill will be sited on the Pasig River, near 
Manila, only some 200 yards from the site of the Republic mill. The 
conveying of stock through the various processes will be almost 
entirely by means of their Pneu-Flow pneumatic conveying system. 
A central control panel will give visual control of the flow of wheat from 
the silos, through the wheat cleaning department, to the mill, and 
modern packing machinery will ensure the speedy handling of the 
finished products. 


Copper Conductor Rolls for Belgium 


The Head Wrightson Machine Co. Ltd., a subsidiary of Head 
Wrightson & Co. Ltd., is manufacturing 23 conductor rolls, valued 
at £53,000, for the French firm Ets. Dujardin et Cie. 

The rolls, 24 ins. in diameter with a face width of 46 ins., will 
form part of an electrolytic tinning line to be supplied to the Phenix 
Steelworks in Belgium and built under licence from the Aetna- 
Standard Division of Blaw Knox. Since solid drawn copper tubing of 
24 ins. diameter could not be obtained, it was necessary to find a means 
by which the roll barrel could be formed by bending copper plate of 
1 in. thickness. Head Wrightson were able, after considerable research, 
to develop a technique for the production of a homogeneous longi- 
tudinal weld along these shells. Having produced the shells, the rolls 
were built up by inserting phosphor-bronze shafts to which supporting 
webs had been welded. By means of these rolls the plating current 
of 60,000 amps. at 20 volts is transferred from a heavy busbar system 
into the strip as it passes into the cleaning, pickling and plating

Belting Loom for United States 


Completion of the installation of a new type of heavy industrial 
belting loom at the Georgia Duck and Cordage Mills, in the United 
States, has been announced by Wilson & Longbottom Ltd., of 
Barnsley, Yorks. The new loom is designed particularly for the manu- 
facture of mine belting. It will weave the heaviest type of conveyor 
belting in widths up to 50 inches. A new system of feeding the yarn 
into the loom is stated to make it possible to guarantee absolutely the 
type of belt being produced and to repeat constantly belts being made 
to an exact specification. 


More Diesel Engines for Finland 


A second bulk order for 600 diesel engines has been received from 
Finland by the Industrial Units Division of Leyland Motors Ltd., 
bringing the total number of Leyland engines ordered by Finland 
within the last three weeks to 1,200-—valued at over £4 million. 
Placed by the largest producer of buses and trucks in Finland, Oy 
Suomen Autoteollisuus A.B., the new order calls for 400 Leyland 
0-375 diesels, 100 Leyland 0-600 diesels and 100 Leyland 0-680 
diesels. All will be equipped with C.A.V. fuel injection and electrical 
equipment. Within the past five years, nearly £2 million worth of 
diesel engines and allied equipment has been supplied by Leyland 
Motors Ltd., to Finland. 


Two Vessels for the British Solomon Islands 


Saro (Anglesey) Ltd., announce that they have received an order 
from the Crown Agents for two vessels to be delivered to the British 
Solomon Islands Protectorate. One of these vessels will be equipped as 
a survey launch and the other as an Administrative and Cargo vessel. 
Both craft will have an overall length of approximately 65 feet, and 
will be powered by Gardner diesel engines. 


Submarine Cable for the Maldive Islands 


During the past year construction work has been in progress on the 
R.A.F. staging post on Gan Island in the Addu Atoll of the Maldive 
archipelago. At the same time a radio station has been built on 
Hittadu Island to the North West of the Atoll and a submarine cable 
was laid to carry the necessary power from Gan for the operation of

The BICC Group manufactured and installed the 
cables in conjunction with Drake & Gorham (Contractors) Ltd., who 
were responsible for the entire electrical installation including high 
and low tension distribution networks, airfield lighting and services 
to all the buildings. 13,000 yards of 3-core, 0-10 square inch 11 kV. 
paper insulated, M.I.N.D., lead sheathed cable were laid. Precautions 
were taken against attacks on the lead sheath of the cable by the teredo 
worm, which is found in the waters of the Indian Ocean, by providing 
a bronze/copper tape overlapping the lead sheath. 


Mixing Plants for Iran 


Frederick Parker Ltd., of Leicester, announced recently that Iranian 
Oil Services, of Iran, have ordered three ‘Spot-Mix’ mobile asphalt 
and bituminous mixing plants. This is a repeat order. One was 
shipped at the end of February 1960 and the other two during March. 
The ‘Spot-Mix’ is said to be ideal for patching work on small surfacing 
projects and for many other contracts, where the use of larger plants is 
unnecessary. The plant is mounted on two pneumatic rubber-tyred 
wheels so that it can be towed behind a motor truck carrying the 
aggregate. It can also be set up in a static position to deliver mixed 
material to motor trucks or dumpers. The same firm has also supplied 
a quarry plant to produce aggregates for improvements and extensions 
being carried out in Madras Harbour. 


Weather Radar for United States 


Decca Radar Ltd., of London, have recently shipped a weather 
radar to the United States for installation at WESH television station, 
Daytona Beach, Florida. It is planned to have this equipment in 
service by May 1, 1960, to coincide with the opening of new television 
studios for the station which are being built at Orlanda. The weather 
service will be fully established by the time the 1960 hurricane season 
starts in the latter half of June. It is understood that an important 
advertising contract from Coca Cola has been obtained by WESH-TV 
as a result of the forthcoming radar installation. Another TV station 
for which similar equipment has just been ordered is WSAZ-TV 
Hunington-Charleston, West Virginia. Decca weather radar will be 
operating there in the early summer. 


Prefabricated Buildings for Northern Nigeria and West 
Indies 


Orders for school buildings totalling nearly £60,000 have been 
received by Taylor Woodrow (Building Exports) Ltd., marketing 
member of the Arcon Group of prefabricated building manufacturers, 
of London, from educational authorities in Northern Nigeria and 
the West Indies. They include a technical training college at Maiduguri, 
valued at over £20,000. More than 20 buildings, together with several 
bays of special covered way, are being despatched. Twenty further 
buildings, valued at over £10,000, are to be used as a women’s adult 
education centre at Zaria and as farm training centres in three other 
areas (Maiduguri, Telasa Mafaia and Dambata), all in Northern 
Nigeria. Sixteen buildings, valued at over £28,000, to form a Poly- 
technic Institute, have been ordered by the Trinidad Government.

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Breaking into the Export Market 
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Personal Contact Was Keynote of Manchester Firm’s ‘Operation Export’

expansion and improvement schemes have enabled them to improve 

still further their services to the trade, and their existing export 

markets have been built up by hard work, ee and by adopt- 
ing the right techniques from the very 


It was about eight years ago that the leiteodiin?e directors decided 
that it was time that a more concentrated attempt should be made on 
their export achievements. They already had fairly good connections 
with overseas markets, but it was felt that considerably more could be 
done. It was perhaps fortunate that the firm realised that to achieve 
success in the export field it was necessary for a senior executive to 
undertake the task; it was no use delegating the responsibility to a 
junior man. 

About eight years ago ‘Operation Export’ began with an assault on 
the Middle and East Africa territories by the joint managing 
director of the company, Mr. G. P. Darnley. This drive ultimately 
spread across the Mediterranean via Malta into Europe and gained for 
Bratby and Hinchliffe Ltd. considerable prestige and an export market 
which has now doubled itself despite fierce competition from America, 
Germany and Italy. 


‘Time was an essential factor for Mr. Darnley. He wanted to spend 
as much time as possible with customers and not spend days travelling 
between towns and cities thousands of miles apart. His solution — an 
aeroplane. So on arrival in Cairo, his first port of call, he chartered a 
plane to carry him on the next stage of his journey which took him to 
the Sudan, Uganda, Kenya, Tanganyika, and finally Malta. 


He found during his visit to the Middle East and East Africa that 
people still looked upon the British promise as something to be relied 
upon. ‘Unfortunately’, he says, ‘there are still some manufacturers who 
make these visits abroad, make all sorts of promises, and on their 
return to this country forget them, with the result that when next they 
decide to visit the same territory are surprised at being met with a cool 
reception. Fortunately, of course, this type of individual is not common, 
hence the reason for the belief in the British promise.’ 


Friendly Reception 


Although his reception at the various places he called — was extremely 
friendly and encouraging, he found that bottling firms were using 
either American or equipment. On investigation he found 
that the terms offered by both these competitors could not be matched 
by his company. Nevertheless he was convinced that he could 

the customers there that British equipment was by far the 
better buy. In Khartoum, for example, he found no consideration given 
for British equipment, but after talking for some time to the executives 
he convinced them that it would be beneficial for them to give some 
consideration to turning over to the British machine. He told them he 
would give them a month to consider the matter. On return he 
persuaded the managing director of the Kinartoum company of bottlers 
to come to England with him. He did. Before he left, Bratby and 
Hinchliffe had landed an order for £75,000 worth of machinery. This 
is only one of several such examples experienced by Mr. Darnley 
during his visits to Africa. 


He had a somewhat similar experience in Malta. There he learned 
that an American soft drinks firm were to put on the market a new 
drink. ‘They were also able to supply the plant for bottling the liquid. 
The firm handling the soft drink were also interested in German and 
Italian machinery — but not in British equipment. 

It took him three days to persuade the Maltese firm that it was the 
British plant which was most suitable for the job. But there was one 
snag. His machinery was ten per cent. more expensive than the 
American, German or Italian, and in addition representatives from 
firms in those three countries could give longer credit terms. Here again 
British promise of better all-round service, the prestige attached to 
British goods, again won for him the order. Now the Maltese firm are 
most pro-British as far as bottling machinery is concerned. 

“You can only win this type of order, where competition is extremely 
fierce, if you visit the country yourself, are prepared to spend some 
time with the customer arguing the potentials of your equipment 
against those of the competitor, and convince the customer that your

knowledge of his requirements is better, your technical service is 
better, and that any after-sales service can be carried out in the mini- 
mum of time. We have organized an after-sales service which can get 
a ee 
in 24 hours.’ 


No obstacle has been too great for this firm in their efforts to achieve 
the target they set themselves when they began ‘Operation Export’ 
eight years ago. Among the countries they ear-marked as an export 
potential was Spain. Import licences to Spain are very difficult to 
obtain. Bratby and Hinchliffe were determined to exhibit their 
machinery at the Barcelona Fair in June of last year. Difficulties were 
even experienced in obtaining an import licence for this purpose, and 
it was no good for the company to exhibit for just part of the period of 
the Fair. Unless they could have their exhibit in the pavilion when the 
Fair was declared open, any orders taken at the Fair could not be met, 
because the Spanish authorities would not grant a licence. At the last 
moment, a licence was granted, and in record time the machine from 
Manchester was sent out to Spain and the stand set up. They were 
the only British exhibitors at the Fair. 


Board of Trade Assistance 


Because they fulfilled the requirements of the Spanish authorities 
they were able to leave the exhibited machine in the country and it was 
eventually installed in a bottling factory in southern Spain. This was 
another order in the region of £35,000 to add to their export produc- 
tion sales. Since then Mr. Darnley has visited Spain and Portugal. 


‘All our achievements since we first began our export drive could 
not have been possible without the assistance of the Board of Trade’, 
states Mr. Darnley. ‘Officials at the Board of Trade are extremely 
helpful, and much of the spade work necessary before one leaves 
Britain for an overseas te,ritory can be done with the help of the Board. 
They are invaluable.’ 


The success of Bratby and Hinchliffe has not been achieved easily. 
German competitors, for instance, have always been able to quote 
better terms in every respect. This, claims Mr. Darnley, is due to the 
fact that the German competitors are being subsidised by the West 
German Government, with the result that they are able to offer three, 
four, and even five years‘ credit without interest or deposit. ‘Never the 
less we are able to offer stiff opposition to the Germans, and the 
Americans and Italians because we are confident in our own products. 
Competition in the North American market is not possible, because 
both American and Canadian firms are able to make one standard 
machine for one diink, while we have to design machines to bottle up 
to 20 different sorts of drink.’ 


Lessons he learnt and now passes on to other firms wishing to 
enter the export market: visit the territory, and be prepared to spend 
some time there; don’t make promises you have not the slightest hope 
of keeping; give an after-sales service which is at least competitive if 
rah better than your competitor; personal attention always pays 

ividends.

In reply, he regretted that 
the detailed information needed to make these comparisons was not 
available; he added that he was circulating in the Official Report the 
best information available, as follows: 

Figures of total output for Scotland are not available. The net 
output of Scotland as a proportion of Great Britain in establishments 
employing more than 10 persons in manufacturing industry and in 
certain sectors of it can be derived from the results of the Census of 
Production for 1948 and 1954 as shown below: corresponding data 
of Scottish output for years subsequent to 1954 are not available.

Overseas Information 


The President said the production of a new booklet by the Central 
Office of Information, publicizing to manufacturers overseas the 
encouragement given by the Government to firms to set up factories 
in Great Britain where labour was plentiful and good sites available, 
was expected to be ready next month. Items of current interest and 
special articles in response to specific requests were provided to 
overseas posts on this subject as part of the overseas information 
services. 


Polish Bacon Import Quotas 


Asked when he was expected to be in a position to announce the 
1960 level of import quotas for Polish bacon, the President said that 
arrangements for imports after June 30 would be discussed at the 
trade negotiations with Poland to be resumed within the next few 
weeks. ‘The arrangements would be announced when the negotiations 
had been completed. 


Production of Hovercraft 


The President made a statement on the development and production 
of hovercraft in the United Kingdom and the extent to which British 
industry was now participating in and contributing towards the finance 
of the Government-sponsored project. He said that responsibility 
for the development in the S.R.N.1 prototype rested with Hovercraft 
Developments Ltd., in which the National Research Development 
Corporation held a majority interest. He understood that several 
United Kingdom concerns were co-operating with that Company in 
investigating the possibility of collaboration in future development 
programmes. 


Import Licences for Swiss Watches 


Asked how many firms were licensed to import Swiss watches; 
when they were selected; and on what basis, the President said that 
309 firms were selected in 1946 on the basis of their imports of watches 
rom all sources in the year September 1, 1938, to August 31, 1939. 


Tuesday May 3 
Anglo-Eire Trade Agreement 


Asked what steps he proposed to take to decide priorities as regards 
the reduction of Eire tariffs on goods exported to Eire from the 
United Kingdom, in accordance with the arrangements made under 
the new Anglo-Eire Trade Agreement, Mr. Maudling replied that 
the order of priority in which the Government of the Republic of 
Ireland would take up items for the purpose of the review would be 
settled in consultation between the two Governments.

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Ratification of the EFTA 


THE Instruments of Ratification of the EFTA Convention were 
deposited by the member countries with the Swedish Government in 
Stockholm on Wednesday. The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
Derek Heathcoat Amory sent the following message to mark the 
occasion : 

‘It is with great satisfaction that H.M. Government in the United 
Kingdom have transmitted to the Swedish Government the Instrument 
of Ratification of the Convention. May I first express our sincere 
appreciation of the distinguished contribution which your own 
Government have made to the achievement of the result made 
manifest by this formal step. This new association is both valuable 
and timely. Over the next ten years barriers of all kinds will be 
abolished on the bulk of the trade between our seven countries. It 
will make for greater efficiency in our industries and by strengthening 
our economies it will enable us to buy more from countries all over 


the world. It will thus stimulate trade and contribute to the prosperity 
of all.’ 


Hydraulic Cropping Tool 


SIMPLE MACHINE-SHOP operations become difficult when radio- 
active materials are being processed and, as a result, familiar pieces 
of equipment often have to be redesigned for use in atomic energy 
work. For instance, Harwell engineers have had to design a new 
type of guillotine for shearing sheet metal. It is operated, in one 
application, inside a glove-box by a hydraulic ram under remote 
control. 


In another, it is used — at the bottom of a deep stainless steel lined 
tank filled with demineralized water —to cut the aluminium stems 
and noses from spent fuel elements from the Dido and Pluto reactors 
at Harwell. These elements are highly radioactive and must be 
handled by remotely controlled equipment. 


The guillotine was developed by Harwell for operation by a 
hydraulic device because all commercially available types were 
operated by long levers, precluding their use in glove-boxes. The 
design is capable of modification to deal with bar metal.

H.P. Restrictions on Cars 


The President was asked what estimate he had made of the effect 
of the new hire-purchase restrictions on motor car production, and 
to what extent the new restrictions would affect the facilities for 
expansion which he was providing for the motor industry. 


Mr. Maudling said that there was no reason to expect a check in 
the production of new cars, since to the extent to which sales in the 
home market fall off, it should be possible to sell more cars abroad. 
‘The facilities for the expansion of production, which the Board of 
‘Trade were providing, would not be affected in any way. 


Motor Industry Exports 


The President was asked what ratio of production for export to 
production for the home market he had prescribed to the motor 
industry; and what action he had taken to ensure that the motor 
industry fulfilled this requirement. 


In reply, Mr. Maudling said that no ratio was prescribed but motor 
manufacturers were well aware of the country’s pressing need for 
exports and had maintained a fine record. He said that he watched the 
figures closely and the industry’s performance was regularly examined 
at the meetings of the National Advisory Council for the Motor 
Manufacturing Industry.

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Britain’s Success at the New York Motor Show 
A Special Report Prepared by H.M. Consulate General, New York 


A CORNER

Gritish car exhibits formed 
the largest national section 
at the annual New York 
international Automobile 
Show concluding Sunday, 
April 24. Record breaking 
attendance and sales were 
predicted hy the show 
management as paid admis- 
sions passed an estimated 
240,000 Friday. At the show 
British manufacturers con- 
firmed that they look 
forward to a very favour- 
able sales year in the 
United States and that 
they look to an increase 
compared with 1959 sales.

OR THE FIRST TIME since its debut at the New York Coliseum 

Yan the spring of 1957, the International Automobile Show 
. became fully ‘international’ in that all six domestic American 
manufacturers participated. The six, together with 80 other manu- 
facturers from nine foreign countries, with a combined display of 
311 models, elevated this nine-day show at the New York Coliseum 
to the stature and scope of its counterparts held in Frankfurt, Turin, 
Paris and Earls Court. It was generally agreed that the 1960 New 
York Show surpassed its predecessors in presentation and in the 
quality of its exhibits. 

Starting on Saturday, April 16, and running through to Sunday, 

April 24, the show was open to the public from 11 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
daily and from 1 p.m. to 8 p.m. on Sundays. Admission was $1-50 
for adults and 75 cents for children. The nine-day show period was 
blessed with warm, sunny weather and a record number of people, 
over 287,000, made their way to what was probably the largest and 
most varied collection of automobiles ever assembled under one roof 
in the United States. 
An exciting foretaste of things to come at the show, the visitor saw, 
in the Coliseum foyer, a true thoroughbred, Mr. David Brown’s 
Aston-Martin DBR1, the World Champion Sportscar painted in 
acing green with the figure ‘1’ in black on a white background. 
Although the car stood driverless, and immaculate, the visitor who 
wanted to see it in action could attend the American Oil Company’s 
cinema on the Second Floor to relive some of the car’s record breaking 
races with Stirling Moss or Carroll Shelby at the wheel. 

More than 250,000 square feet of specially carpeted exhibition 
space was used by manufacturers from Holland, Germany, Russia, 
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Italy, France, Czechoslovakia, Sweden, Japan, United Kingdom and 
the United States. Prices ranged from the $850 Nobel 200, made by 
York Noble Industries of London, to the $26,000 Rolls-Royce 
Phantom V — this car was sold during the first few hours of the show. 
Some of the exhibits, however, could not be purchased. Among 
these were the gold plated Jaguar 3-8 Sedan, the futuristic Simca 
Fulgar, and the classic and veteran cars on display in the Concours 
d’Elegance sponsored by Sports Car Illustrated Magazine. 

The Volkswagen, best selling car of all imports, was prominently 
displayed on the First Floor, its manufacturers stressing the lack of 
styling changes from year to year. Renault, second only in sales to 
the Volkswagen, was also on the First Floor, and exhibited the one- 
millionth car to come off the production line. The Japanese displayed 
a four-door sedan and a utility vehicle quite similar in appearance. 
to the Jeep. Mr. Robert Castle, the American distributor for the 
Russian Government, displayed three Moskvich cars and two of the 
larger Volgas. He told reporters that this was the first time that these 
cars had been shown at an automobile show in the Western World. 
The ‘Compact’ Cars | 

The Third Floor of the Coliseum was devoted mostly to the new 
Ametican ‘compact’ cars. The Ford Motor Company displayed 
its Falcon together with its new stable-mate, the Comet; General 
Motors, in addition to its regular Chevrolet models, exhibited its 
rear-engined Corvair; present too, were Chrysler’s Valiant, Stude- 
baker’s Lark and American Motors’ Rambler. The ‘compacts’ had 
more than their share of attention from the visitor and there is no 
doubt that these cars have become popular with the American public. 
However, the really important question about the American ‘compacts’ 
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still remains unanswered: will they affect sales of their larger domestic 
brethren or will they seriously disrupt the foreign imports? 


Britain’s Big Entry 
British automobile manufacturers once again formed the largest 
single national entry exhibiting at the Coliseum, and were con- 


spicuous by the variety of the models displayed. At least 12 were 
completely new and shown for the first time in the United States. 


In addition to its very popular line of sports cars, the M.G. and 
Austin Healey, the British Motors Corporation displayed the revolu- 
tionary Austin and Morris ‘Minicars,’ to be known in the United 
States as the Austin 850 and Morris 850. This ten feet long, easy to 
park, super-economy car made an instant impact both with the New 
York press and the visitor. Retailing for less than $1,300, port of 
entry, the ‘850’ will be sold by more than 1,000 B.M.C. dealers across 
the country. An official of Hambro Automotive Corporation, B.M.C’s 
sole concessionaires in the United States, reported an encouraging 
trend quite early in the show when he stated that visitors to the 
show ‘were buyers and not just lookers.’ 


This view was shared by Mr. Alan Bethell, president of Standard- 
Triumph Motor Company (U.S.A.), whose company displayed the 
Triumph Herald, a brand new model on the American scene. Mr. 
Bethell said that people were not just looking, they were spending 
time with pencil and paper inquiring about prices and delivery 
schedules. The Herald’s dramatic new sectional body construction, 
the four wheel independent suspension system and the car’s freedom 
from ordinary greasing and servicing problems were causing high 
interest at the Triumph stand. Another, more familiar sight on the 
same stand, was the T.R.3 which is now an accepted sight on American 
roads. 


The British Ford Company displayed 12 models ranging from the 
completely new Anglia to the Thames Freighter. ‘The restyled Anglia 
enjoyed the place of honour at the Ford exhibit. Decorated in gold 
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Lord Rootes, Chairman of the Dollar Exports Council, did a ‘stint’ 

on the Rootes Group stand at the International Automobile Show in 

New York so as to enable him to talk to Amefican buyers. Lord Rootes 
is seen explaining the merits of the Sunbeam Rapier.

trim, slowly revolving on a turntable, it enjoyed the company of 4 
pretty attendant who voiced continuously to the crowd of Visitors the 
advantages of owning this newest addition to the Ford line. The 
Thames Freighter, wearing the livery of the Singer Sewing 
Company, completed the Ford range. 

The Vauxhall Motor Company exhibited three of its Vauxhall 
Victors, two sedans and a station wagon. The Vauxhall Victor enjoys 
the advantage of distribution and service by the Pontiac Division of 
General Motors Corporation. The ‘panoramic’ windscreen, ‘wrap- 
around’ fenders and stainless steel trim makes the Victor a mixturé of 
American and European styling. 


Lord Rootes Comments 


Lord Rootes, Chairman of Rootes Motots and Chairman of the 
Dollar Exports Council, who was present at the show, expressed 
pleasure at the reaction of the American visitor to his own company’s 
fully automatic Hillman Minx and Singer cars. Also displayed on the 
Rootes stand was the Humber Snipe and Sunbeam Alpine. 

Commenting on the show in general, Lord Rootes particularly 
stressed the excellent range, finish and mechanical features of the 
British exhibits. On the American Big Three’s compact cars, Lord 
Rootes thought that they were ‘widening the American customers’ 
choice of transportation.’ Lord Rootes continued: ‘It is obvious that 
American manufacturers have recognized a growing desire on the 
part of the motorists to get more economical and practical transporta 
tion for their money.’ 

The ‘Golden Jaguar’ set the there of Jaguar’s display of eight 
models at the show. This specially prepared 3:8 sedan had genuiné 
gold plate wherever chrome usually appears, gold wite wheels, gold 
bumpers front and rear, gold window dividers, gold radiator grillé 
and gold door handles. Glistening under two magnificent chandeliers, 
the car set off to perfection the Mark EX Sedan and the famous 
XK.

‘The Aston Martin DB4 sports coupe, first cousin to the award 
winning DBR1, was exhibited by the distributors, J. S. Inskip, of 
New York. An official at the stand reported that eight of these $12,000, 
beautifully finished cars had been sold during the first five hours of 
the show. Mr. Gordon Munro, president of Rover North America, 
expressed great satisfaction with the interest shown by the many 
visitors in the Rover 3-litre sedans and the Landrover, which is 
quietly penetrating the American market. Some excitement was 
egy on the Rover stand when the musical comedy star, Miss 

thel Merman, now appearing in the Broadway production of 
‘Gypsy,’ came face to face with the Rover ‘Gypsy’ built in 1909 
with its one cylinder engine, still in perfect condition, and its night 
time speed limited only by how far one can turn up the wicks on 
the headlamps. 


Prospects for the Future 


In face of increasing competition from other imported cars and 
from Detroit compacts, British car manufacturers continue to look 
forward to a favourable sales year in the American market. This 
statement, issued on behalf of its members by the British Automobile 
Manufacturers’ Association, was made during the course of the show. 
The Association confirmed, after a poll of its principal importing 
members, that their combined sales target, revised to date, aims at 
an increase compared with 1959 sales (195,400 units) and its members 
plan to meet the intensified competition with new designs, new types 
of cars and new concepts in engineering. The British Automobile 
Manufacturers’ Association now established in more extensive and 
central offices at 680 Fifth Avenue, New York 19, N.Y., has just 
elected as its President, Mr. R. Learoyd, V.C., B.M.C’s United States 
representative in the place of Mr. John Panks, head of the Rootes 
organization in the United States. Mr. John Dugdale, the representa- 
_—_ - ey a Motor Manufacturers and Traders, is Vice 

o urishing organization of importers of British 
automobiles in the United States. 


Spare Parts Business 


Additionally, the Association stated, British component manu- 
facturers look forward to increased replacement spare parts business 
in the United States during 1960 and beyond. Dunlop Tyres, for 
instance, expect a record year since their imported tyre sales doubled 
in 1959. Lucas Electrical Services are increasing their network of 
regional parts warehouses and will add depots in two more major 
American cities shortly. Nisonger Corporation, who represent Smiths 
Instruments, plan to open eight more direct spare parts depots at a 
cost of $2} million in the major imported car centres this year. 

1960 will probably prove to be a landmark in American car pur- 
chasing tastes. The new pattern is not yet clear. Although the British 
manufacturers will face harder competition than before, the fact that 
they provided one-third of the products at this show proves their 


determination to hold on to their important share of the market and 
to increase it. 
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96 British Firms Exhibited at Hanover Fair 


BRITISH FIRMS were again well represented at the German 
Industries Fair at Hanover, which closed on May 3 after a ten days’ 
showing. 

This year’s fair attracted a total of 4,791 exhibitors from nearly 
all the industrialized countries of the free world. Of this figure, 836 
exhibitors were non-German. This was an increase of 66 over the 
number in 1959, and British firms held third place to France and 
Austria in the largest number of non-German exhibitors. Total 
number of British tirms was 96, against 177 from France and 120 
from Austria, with the United States holding fourth place with 91 
firms exhibiting, and Switzerland fifth with 83. 


The Hanover Fair has again grown in size. Available exhibition 
space occupied 447,000 square metres, which was 22,000 square 
metres more than in 1959. Of this space, 285,000 square metres 
were in well-built permanent halls, and 126,000 square metres in 
the open air. : 

The fair provided a comprehensive display of all types of heavy 
and light mechanical and electrical engineering and engineers’ tools, 
chemicals, plastics, precision instruments and mechanics, radar and 
electronic equipment, exhibits in the field of nuclear development, 
medical and scientific instruments and appliances. British 
showed woodworking machinery, electronic welding equipment, 
electrical equipment, electrical and electronic components, diesel 
engines, gas turbines, pumps, computers, electrical domestic appli- 
ances, earth-moving and building machinery. 

Consumer goods covered office equipment, office furniture, glass, 
china, jewellery, silverware, watches and clocks, cutlery and tableware, 
electric domestic appliances, radios and television sets, radiograms, 
etc. The German lightings and fittings industry showed their new 
range of designs, a regular bi-annual feature. The open-air section of 
the fair offered an imposing display of traction, earth-moving and 
building machinery, as well as oil-boring equipment. 

Concurrently with the industries fair a special aviation exhibition 
was held at the Hanover Airport of Langenhagen. It was organized 
by the Federation of the German Aircraft Industry, in conjunction 
with the Hanover Fair Company, and was opened by the Federal 
Minister for Economics, Professor Erhard, on April 23. Among the 
visitors to this display was the Minister of Civil Aviation, Mr. Duncan 
Sandys. Mr. Sandys was accompanied by Herr Strauss, the Federal 
German Minister of Defence, H.M. Consul General Mr. Carey 
Foster, and Mr. McFarlane, Supply Attache from the British Embassy 
in Bonn. 

Apart from a total of 50 military and civilian aircraft of non-German 
and German make, 138 firms showed a range of aeronautical instru- 
ments and equipment and accessories for aircraft and airfields. 
British firms contributed an impressive selection of exhibits in all these 
fields. The aviation exhibition of the German Industries Fair has 
expanded enormously since it first began in 1957. 


The Nordic Day 


The outstanding event of general economic and trade interest 
at the Hanover Fair was a conference on April 24 called the Nordic 
Day. Conferences of this nature, but with a different motto each 
year, have become a regular feature of every fair, They are organized 
by the Messe A.G. and by German industry. This year Professor 
Erhard welcomed five Ministers from the Scandinavian countries 
and some 350 other representatives from these countries and from 
Germany, in order to discuss with them mutual problems in relation 
to EFTA and the European Common Market. 


In addition to these Scandinavian guests, delegations from 90 
countries visited the fair. 

The fair was opened by the Federal Vice-Chancellor and Minister 
for Economics, Professor Erhard. 
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United Kingdom The Largest Foreign Contingent at Interpack, 1960 


exhibitors at the second German International Exhibition of 

Packaging Machinery, Packaging Materials and Confectionery 
Machinery (Interpack 1960) which was held in Dusseldorf from 
April 20 to 27. As on the previous occasion, it was organized by 
Nordwestdeutsche Ausstellungsgesellschaft m.b.H. (Nowea) in con- 
junction with the respective trade associations of the German 
packaging and confectionery machinery and packaging materials 
industries. On April 21 and 22, the European Packaging Federation 
which had given ‘Interpack 1960’ its patronage and of which the 
United Kingdom is a member, held its fourth Packaging Congress 
within the exhibition grounds. 


Six of the seven exhibition halls were used this year, and some 
56,000 sq. metres of exhibiting space was taken up by 504 firms. 
Although nearly 75 per cent. of the exhibitors were German, foreign 
participation was strong-—130 firms from eleven countries being 
represented. The rapid growth and importance of this Dusseldorf 
fair is illustrated by the fact that in 1958 when it was held for the first 
time, an exhibiting space of 26,000 sq. metres was taken up by 255 
firms, of whom 40 were from nine foreign countries. The organizers 
claim that it is now the largest and certainly the most important 
specialized fair of its kind in Europe. In conversation with the repre- 
sentatives of German and foreign firms as well as German and foreign 
trade buyers, it was clear that this claim of the organizers was widely 
accepted. Opinions expressed in the daily and trade press were 
unanimous in saying that ‘Interpack 1960’ had provided an excellent 
opportunity of seeing the latest of a wide diversity of products in the 
international packaging and confectionery machinery fields. 


A notable feature of the exhibition was the impressive United 
Kingdom stand sponsored by the Board of Trade in collaboration 
with the Packaging Centre London, on which 15 British manufac- 
turers of packing machinery and materials and four representatives of 
the British trade press covering seven publications presented a 
combined display. Display panels on the stand advertised the products 
of a further five firms. The stand, which was designed by Exhibitions 
Division of the Central Office of Information occupied an area of 
some 300 sq. metres (3,300 sq. ft.) in a prominent position on the 
ground floor of Hall F.

Earlier in the day Lord Luke (President of the Institute 
of Packaging) visited the stand and on Saturday sarees B it was 
visited by Mr. Niall MacPherson, Joint Under Beeseeury ef State 
for Scotland. 

The United Kingdom, which provided the largest foreign con- 
tingent, was also represented by a further 20 firms and one trade 
journal who exhibited independently, making a total of 45. Reports 
from these independent exhibitors were equally glowing. One of them - 
a prominent manufacturer of confectionery and p 
— reported having taken orders for £40,000 worth of machinery. The 
United Kingdom was followed by Holland and Switzerland with 
22 exhibiting firms each and France with 14. 

The encouraging results reported by British exhibitors were character- 
istic of the general i impression of keen buyers interest and continuous 
activity gained by visitors to this most interesting exhibition. Its 
predecessor in 1958, with half the number of exhibitors, was considered 
to have been highly successful; there can be little doubt that ‘Interpack 
1960’ has also merited this assessment, and that this exhibition has

Italy and Yugoslavia 


AN ADDITIONAL PROTOCOL to the Italo-Yugoslav Trade Agree- 
ment of March 31, 1955, was signed in Belgrade on March 10, 1960. 


Under the terms of the protocol, which is effective from April 1, 
1960, the Italian Government will allow unrestricted imports of most 
Yugoslav products, but quotas have been established for a few items. 
The principal items subject to quota are cattle, draught horses and 
horses for slaughter, pigs, tanned pigskins, hemp and hemp tow. 
The protocol lists a wide variety of goods which Yugoslavia expects to 
import from Italy.

Subject: Import policy for April-September, 1960 period. Grant of 
licences on yearly/repeat basis. 


The Government of India have been considering ways and means 
to curtail procedural delays in the issue of import licences. Keeping 
this object in view ‘Repeat’ licensing was introduced during October, 
1959-March, 1960 period. It has now been decided to introduce 
annual licensing with effect from April 1, 1960, in regard to Actual 
User/quota licensing to the extent mentioned below: 


(A) Actual User licensing in respect of the annual requirements 
of raw materials only for: 


(1) Small Scale Industries in respect of units which have been 
receiving A.U. licences for the last two licensing periods. 


(ii) Certain specified scheduled industries as given in 
Annexure I, The requirements for Plant and Machinery/ 
Machine Tools and spares for repairs and maintenance of 
machinery will be licensed on half yearly basis. 


(B) Actual user licensing in respect of the annual requirements of 
machinery for Tea, Jute and Coal industries. 


(C) Quota licensing in respect of items specified in Annexure II. 
Twelve months entitlements will be worked out on the basis 
of the half yearly policy for April-September, 1960. 


This will eliminate the necessity of making applications for 
import licences twice a year and will enable licence holders to 
procure their requirements more economically and in time to 
operate smoothly a programme of planned production. 


In order that this system of annual licensing does not lead to 
heavier withdrawals of foreign exchange during the first half year, 
import licences will be issued subject to the condition that payments for 
imports effected against these licences will be so staggered as to ensure 
that remittances during the first six months do not exceed 50 per cent. 


of the face value thereof and payment for the balance will be spread 
over the succeeding six months. 


Actual Users/Established Importers who are eligible to obtain 
licences on annual basis should submit their applications for a yearly 
licence within the last dates prescribed in paragraph 13 of Section I 
of the Red Book. 


Licences granted under this scheme will be valid for twelve months. 


It has also been decided to grant repeat licences to Established 
Importers for items specified in Annexure III, which are not subject 
to annual licensing and in respect of which no change has been 
made in the import policy for April-September, 1960 period.

' THE CHILEAN Ministry of Finance have announced in Decree 
No. 248, of March 30, 1960 (Official Gazette of April 2), that machin- 
ery, equipment, spare parts, accessories and certain vehicles, imported 
by and consigned to Chilean municipalities, may be imported free 
of all Customs duties, charges, and taxes as well as of the special 
import deposit tax. The goods mentioned above may include: 

Freezers. 

Automatic loading and unloading equipment. 

Refuse collectors. 

Road making equipment. 

Ambulances. 

Hearses. 

Breakdown vehicles. 

Mobile cranes and workshops. 

Fire pump and ladder tenders. 

Snow ploughs. 

Road sweepers and sprayers and other indispensable items for muni- 
cipal public lighting systems, street cleansing services, drinking water 
systems, slaughterhouses; and 

Street traffic signs. 


To qualify for these concessions the goods must be certified by 
CORFO that they are not produced in Chile. This certificate must 
accompany the Municipalities’ applications to the Ministry of 
Finance. If the goods imported by the Municipalities under the terms 
of this decree are sold or used for other purposes than those specified 
in the Municipalities’ application within five years of entry, all taxes, 
duties, etc., are payable.

Invoicing of Textile Fibre Products 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal of February 
26 (page 478) about the enactment of the Textile Products Labelling 
Act which requires that textile products be labelled to show the 
percentage by weight of the major fibre constituents of all products 
not already within the scope of the Wool Products Labelling Act. 
This necessitates the inclusion of certain new information on invoices 
covering such products. 


Accordingly, Customs invoices of textile fibre products imported 
on and after May 1 should contain, in addition to all other information 
required by law or regulations, the following information: 


(1) The constituent fibre or combination of fibres in the textile 
fibre product, designating with equal prominence each natural 
or manufactured fibre in the textile fibre product by its generic 
name in the order of predominance by the weight thereof if 
the weight of such fibre is 5 per centum or more of the total 
fibre weight of the product. 

(2) The percentage of each fibre present, by weight, in the total 
fibre content of the textile fibre product, exclusive of ornamenta- 
tion not exceeding 5 per centum by weight of the total fibre 
content. 

(3) The name, or other identification issued and registered by 
the Federal Trade Commission, of the manufacturer of the 
product or one or more persons subject to section 3 of the 
Textile Fiber Products Identification Act with respect to such 
products. 


(4) ‘The name of the country where processed or manufactured.

The Customs duty on rubber thread, not covered, with a number 
equal to or exceeding 62 (Tariff No. 40-07 A a) has been established 
at 15 per cent. This duty is provisionally reduced to 5 per cent. for 
goods coming from all countries to which France gives most-favoured- 
nation treatment, which includes countries which are members of 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 


The Customs duty on crude groundnut oil (Tariff No. 15-07 A e) 
is provisionally suspended within the limits of a quota. This quota 
has been fixed at 50,000 metric tons for the year to December 31, 1960. 


To benefit from the suspensions, imports must be effected under 
certificates endorsed by Le Ministere de I|’Industrie, Direction des 
Industries Chimiques, 66 rue de Bellechasse, Paris, 7.
